Upswing’s Introductory Remarks : 



1. "(UPSWING) came in contact with Subject while examining C£ leads. Through 
investigation of Subject's curriculum vitae, certain points in his background have 
been found to be unclear* Therefore (UPSWING) had only a limited interest in Sub- 
ject and that consisted primarily of his knowledge of perso nali ties and political- 
economic matters in "oland. Since investigation of individual leads provided by 
Subject is still running and since the extent to which Subject can be used in an 
operational sense has not yet been decided, loose contact with Subject still exists* 



2. "However, it is deemed necessary to inform (KUBAHK) of Subject, hds 
family and his personal contacts since possibly FCUBaRK’s interests might be 
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involved, UPSWING is of the opinion that KU3ARK might be interested from a 
security st'indpoint in the situation of Subject's family and his relationship 
with Algirdas VOKMTAITIS.

On 19 March 1957 (PUI L 7069) 8 Ur. SCHRBITLR identified Subject as an UPSWING 
agent In a polish operation who had formerly been a member of the Lithuanian 
security service who was a friend of individuals mentioned in Reference A, 



6. A’e know nothing definite of the circumstances of UPSWING'S contact with 
Subject other than that implicit in the vague statements in paragraphs 1 and 3 
above. The "investigation of CL leade" connected with UPSWlfC's coming in con- 
tact with Subject is not dearly identified. 



7* Apparently UPSWING came in contact with Subject in January 1957# either 
shortly before or at the same time VOKILTAITIS and the latter's wife and sister 
were visiting the KAKUU family at Ufc Oberdill. (OberdiU is a village served 
by the Streeslaoh post office situated across the I ear River from Pullaoh, ) This 
report states that Mrs, KAHIAU wee Subject's secretary in Kaunas and that Subject 
was the source of Reference B itolch reported VOKIETAITIS's visit. Also# when 
Rft requested traces on Subject, his addresB (subsequent to his having started 
living In Paris and prior to 7 May 1957) was given aei 6 Oberdill bed Munich.
